pnving Highway 67 through tne city. 
When completed the job will cost 
about $18,000.

keep water on the paving as the 
a dry base.

for distance or all the time. It has 
been estimated that myopia is pre- 
sent in about one of 15 children 
between 5 and 10 years old. 


Nenrsightedncss can also be ac- 


companied by astigmatism. 
For 


these reasons many careful tests 
of the eyes have to be made to be 
sure that all possible defects pres- 
ent are discovered and the glasses 
corrected 
accordingly. 
In most 


cases thc defects are not the same 
in both eyes so that correction of 
the glasses are not just alike. 


There is also a condition called 


presbyopia, which is a loss of the 
focusing 
ability with age, affect- 


ing normal, nearsighted and far- 
sighted individuals. This requires 
a stronger glass for reading than 
for distance. If correction for dis- 
tance is also necessary, 
bifocals 


after the age 
of '15 
are usually
